LIEN COMPROMISE

Melinda Storley, Commission Assistant, gave a briefing on an application for a compromise of lien for DPNO
46028 in the amount of $2,142.65. Public Defender, Court Appointed Attorney, and Poor Relief services were
provided to the applicant’s ex-spouse between February 2018 and January 2019. $1,467.05 of the lien are from
services provided by Brookings County. The applicant and her ex-spouse separated on June 11, 2018, and were
divorced on November 26, 2018. The applicant is in the process of selling her home with a closing date of March
8, 2019. Her ex-spouse transferred his interest in the property by Quit Claim Deed on November 13, 2018. In
order to sell the home, the applicant submitted a request to compromise the lien in full only as it applies to the real
property with no payment or a payment of $89.30 representing half of a Public Defender charge placed on the lien
during her marriage. The applicant has been made aware that she will need to address the Brookings County
charges with their Commission. MOTION by Barth, seconded by Beninga, to compromise DPNO 46028 in full
upon payment of $89.30 for the purposes of discussion. Commissioner Beninga commented on the lien having
been paid in full in 2017 prior to the current charges. SUBSTITUTE MOTION by Karsky, seconded by Beninga,
to approve Resolution MC19-6. Roll call vote on substitute motion: 4 ayes.

RESOLUTION MC19-6

WHEREAS, a County Aid Lien in the amount of $2,142.65, purports to exist in favor of Minnehaha County and
against DPNO 46028 as Lienee, and

WHEREAS, said lienee’s ex-spouse has filed an application with the County Auditor stating such facts as
provided for by Law,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that after due consideration of the circumstances the Board of County
Commissioners finds it advisable and proper to authorize the Chair of the County Board and the County Auditor
to execute the following:

Compromise and release the lien in full with no payment only as it applies to the real property legally
described as Lot 2 A, Block 13 of Rustic Hills Addition to the City of Sioux Falls, Minnehaha County,
South Dakota according to the recorded plat thereof, located at 2700 S Avondale Court, Sioux Falls;
leaving DPNO 46028 in the full amount of $2,142.65 against the lienee.

Melinda Storley, Commission Assistant, gave a briefing on an application for a compromise of lien for DPNO
23603 in the amount of $20,000. Public Defender, Court Appointed Attorney, Medical, and Dental services were
provided to the applicant and a juvenile child between December 1988 and March 2005. Payments in the amount
of $601.00 have been made on the lien. The applicant acquired his mother’s home after her passing and is in the
process of refinancing. The loan closing is expected to be no later than March 28, 2019. The applicant is
requesting to either compromise the lien in full upon payment of $2,200 or to release the lien in full only as it
applies to the real property with no payment. MOTION by Barth, seconded by Karsky, to compromise and release
DPNO 46028 in full upon payment of $2,200. In response to a question from Commissioner Beninga,
Commissioner Karsky stated that the loan estimate provided by Great Western Bank to the applicant shows the
value of the property at $167,000. Commissioner Beninga spoke on his concern that the applicant inherited a
property with equity, but has decided not to pay anything more than $2,200 to the County for his legal
representation. Commissioner Bender spoke on the difficulty of making a decision on this type of compromise
request due to appreciating the applicant’s rehabilitation while still having a responsibility to the tax payers of the
County. Commissioner Beninga raised concerns regarding granting the compromise for a little more than 10% of
the total, and spoke on the past precedence for compromising liens to 50% of the total in similar situations.
MOTION WITHDRAWN by Commissioners Barth and Karsky. MOTION by Karsky, seconded by Barth, to
defer action on the lien compromise request for DPNO 23603 for one week and to encourage the applicant to
bring back an offer of a $5,000 payment. By roll call vote: 3 ayes. Commissioner Beninga voted nay.
